_ This Author preferred the Cafi//ian Tongue to his Pen, as 

finding it more agreeable to his Genius. His Stile is noble 
and compact, but fometimes a little obfcure. His attecting 
the Character of a fincere Hiitorian makes him bold and 
open; but his too frequent Reflections run him into many 
Digreflions ; in fhort, he fpeaks every where like a Man 
of Faihion, who is pleafed with his own Notions. - 

To thefe Authors F. Lefitau fubjoins thofe who hays 
writen the Hiftories of thofe Monarchs in whofe Reigns 
the Difcoveriesand Conquefts were made.

E hear from Paris, that three of the Officers, 
_ lately returned thither from Ru/fia, fay, that hav-.

be fome Mifunderftanding between the Courts of Peter/- 
burgh and Berlin. | 
Several Members of the Royal Academy of Sciences. 
are fhortly to fet out from Bré#, in order to go to the 
South Seas. to meafure the Degrees of the A quator as 
near the Line as poffible. They are to imbark on board 
one of the Freach King’s Ships, which is to carry them 
to the Ifland of Domingo, where they will find a 
ni Bilander ready to carry them to the Scurh Seas, 204 
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the Spani/fo Governours have Orders to furnifh them with 
whatever is neceflary for that Purpofe.

received a prodigious Damage, and feyeral of the fine 
Rows of Trees, in the Streets of the latter, were torn 
up by the Roots. The Particulars of the Ships loft in 
the Texe/ are not yet arrived, butit is much fcared they 
will appear very confiderable. 

Our laft Letters from Amferdam bring Advice, that

E have Advice from edrid, that the King of 
Spein's Palace in that City was unfortunately fet 
cn fire: That it continued in Flames for three Days and 
Nights, and that the Fire was fo fierce, the Wind beiag 
exceeding high, during the whole Time, that no Method 
could be tound out to fubdue it, till the whole Edifice 
was confumed. Only the Furniture of the Chappel, and 
feveral choice Pictures were faved, but more might have 
been preferved, had not the miftaken Zeal of the People - 
to have a few reputed Relicks, upon which that fupertt- 
tious Nation fet an immenfe Value, made them too much 
neglect removing the moft coftly Furniture and Curio- 
tities. 
This Palace was a ftupendous, but not elegant Pile of 
Building, founded by Philip . It was fituated in the 
Middle of the City, upon a great Eminence, and had two 
Pavillions in Front, with two large Courts, and fpacious 
Terras-walks, rais’d upon fuch high Arches, and adorned 
with gilt Balconies and Statues : All the great Councils of 
Spain ufvally afembled in this Palace. 
Their Catholick Majefties faw the Conflagration from 
the Buen Retiro, a Palace much about the fame Diftance 
from Madrid, as Kenfington is from London. and bore the 
Misfortune with great Magnanimity. The Lofs fuftainee 
by this Fire is reckoned to amount to a prodigious wep 
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and many valuable Archives and Records are confumed ; 
among others, The famous Treaty of Seville. ‘Tis faid 
that his Catholick Majefy has fent tor the very beft Archi- 
tects from J¢2/y, in order to rebuild the Palace, being 
refolved to {pare no Coft, to make it one of the moft 
beautiful Edifices in Europe.

Etters from Naples bring Advice, that the Departure 
of Don Carlos for Sicily, in Order to take Poffeffion 
of that Kingdom, was fixed for the Beginning of this 
Month ; and that Prince Corfar having declined accepting 
of the Regency of Naples during the Abfence of thet 
young Prince, Count Chami had been nominated for that 
Purpofe. We have Advice from Lombardy, that the Al- 
lies have threatened to act offenfively againft the Germans, 
as foon as the Spanifo Troops arrive to their A fliftance ; 
and that they wall even attempt the Siege of Maarua; the 
Fortifications of that Place are even repairing’ with the ut- 
moit Diligence, and the Magazines are ftoring for a Garri- 
fonof fixteen Thoufand Men. 

We hear from Turin, that the Queen of Sardinia, who 
had laboured feveral Months under a lingering Iilnefs, 
died there a few Days after her Royal Confort’s Arrival 
from the Camp before Cremona. She was Daughter to the 
Prince of Heffe-Rhinfells, was born September 21, 1706, 
and left behind her three Princes, with as many Princeiles. 
Tis faid that his Sardinian Majefty was under fuch an ex- 
treme AfiGtion for the Death of that Princefs, that he fhut 
hinfelf up in a Monaftery, and refolved to continue nine 
Days in that Retirement, in Order tocive fuil Scope to his 
Sorrows. Her Majefty was Aunt fo the French King, 
and Sifter-in-law to the King of Spain; Mary Adelaide, 
Dutchefs of Burgundy, his moft Chrittian Majeity’s Mo- 
ther, being eldeft Sifter to the prefent King of Sardiara, 
and his Catholick Majefty’s firft Queen being Mary Lout/a, 
fecond Sifter to that Prince. :

‘Tis now faid that the Health of that Prelate, is not fo 
precarious as was reported. 

They write from Warfaw, that General Sagrisky, who 

commends a Body of Ruffian Forces having Occafion to pals 
the Vifula at FanowitzZ, fell into an Ambufcade of Poli 
Troops, who cut the Mufcovites in Pieces, and made them- 
felves Mafters of the greateit part of that General’s Bag- 
gage. 
We hear from Denrzick, that King Staniflaus has dif- 
patched circular Letters, to all the Foreign Oihcers who 
have engaged in his Service, enjoyning them to repair in- 
ftantly to Poland: “Tis faid, this Order is founded upon 
Advices received by that Prince, that the Czarina has fent 
pofitive Commands to the Prince of Fe ffe-Homberg and Ge- 
neral La/ci to join Forces, and attack the Po/i/h Army at 
all Adventures, "Tis added, however, thag this Army 
is at prefent encamped in a Place hardly acceflible, being 
defended on all fides by Woods and Marthes ; fo that the 
Event of the Bartle is thought doubt,ul, the Superiority ol 
Numbers on one Side being counterballanced by the ad- 
vantagious fituation of the other. 

Letters trom Petershurch obferye, that the Credentials 
which the Perfian Embafladors, lately arrived there, pre- 
fented to the Cgarina, ran in the Name of the Sopbi, and 
were only counterfizned by Thamas Kouli-Kaa, as Regent 
Ol Perfia. 4 
Letters of a later Date from /VYar/ew contradict the De- 
4cat of the Body of Ruffian Forces commanded by General 
oadorisky, and fay that that General paffed the Vifiula with 
his Proops at Catimer and met with little or no Oppofition, 
the Pojes firing only afew Shot with long Guns, and reti- 
mug upon che. Raffiars planting their Cannon againft then. 


Mis {aia they are gone towards Sanock, near the

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tains of Hungary. Major General Backmantoff; with his 
Body of Forces, crofled the River about A/ic/ecz, and Co- 
lonel Siblisky is at Sendonar with 800 Horfe, and ’tis reck-

We hear from Danrzick, thnt the Lords of King Stani/- 
daus’s Party, have received Remittances to pay their Troops 
and raife new Levies, tobe employed on a very important 
Expedition-as foon as the Seafon will permit. And they 
write from Kongsberg, that that Prince has lately had a 
Letter from the Pope, with which he feemed highly plea- 
fed, but thatthe Contents are kept fecret. He has no leis 
reafon tobe pleafed with the following Letter which he has 

jately received from his Son-in-Law the French King.
